proper conditions being complied with, nud 
they aro neither intricate nor grievously ex- 
pensive, cranberries cau bo raised as readily 
fts potatoes. 


Not many years since wo asked n farmer 


who has a largo uatura! cranberry meadow 
fiucl facilities, iucluding plenty of money, to 
make it perfect, why he did not improve his 
opportunity.

Now, one or two, perhaps 
live thousand dollars, expended on this

FAKM XCITKH.—Croup iu chickens often 


follows cntnrrh if tho latter is not pronptly 
taken in hnml. Tho Bymptoms nre similar. 
A frothy substnnco occurn In tho inner cor- 
n°r of tho oyo, the lids swell, the cjo boll 
being, iu severe cases, wholly conconled.ona 
tho fowl, unable to soo or foel.losos all spirit 
and often dies. A fetid smell is emitted by 
fowls in odyanccd singes of this disease. 


S3o long as an egg is on egg and thoy are 


sold by count, farmers will not bo in haste to 
oiclmngo thin, small, old-fasliioncd barn- 
yard fowls for tho largo, improved and moro 
Talnablo kinds ; neither will thoy bo lesi 
likely to go sorting their eggs, selling tho 
small ones to the grocer and tho large ones 
to customers for an extra price, or, what la 
more commendable, catiug them themselves. 


To finish n houso in what is ca'.led rough 


c»st is dono by throwing or splashing upon 
tho mortar, while it is yet eoft, a mixture of 
freshly slacked lime, water and clean, fine 
gravol, which is immediately brushed over 
and colored a uniform hue. 
Sma'l stones, 


cobbles aud bits of earthenware and other 
materials ere comctimos dashed on, instead 
of using tho sifted gravel. The use of laths 
is not advis 1, for should they wsip, tho 
mortar is liable to crock. 
The rough oust 


should be mads on either briclt or stone 
work. 


MICE Cuuxixn COMBS.—Tho practice of 


giving combs, to bo cleared of dead bees 
by mice, 1'PS been practiced in touio for 
moro tbsn fifty years. It is good on!y for 
those who own tho old gums or boies. Aa 
the owner of these immovable hives con- 
not take 6ut combs, if he wants to preserve 
some hives ft1", of combs, he tins to clcnn 
them, tl prevent mold'ng, and mice can do 
that work for them. Cut tho clenlinoes of 
this process is doubtful; wherever mice have 
access, thoy impregnate the things around 
with their special iMnt, which is for from 
beiufi agreeable, besides they oat not on1}' 
the dead bees, but tho combs also. There 
is for uc owners of movable comb hives 
a bettor way t'j c'.otm our combs; it is to in- 
troduce them iu a May colony between two 
comba iti" of brood. The neit day e'A deed 
bets are removed nud tho comb is scented 
anew with tho odor of living been. 


COAL FOE Pios.—There Is no doubt in our 


uiind of tho benefit from feeding crude 
carbonaceous matter to swine when they are 
kept in eloso pens. 
Tho avidity with 


which hogs oat rottou wood is well known. 
Charcoal is but another form. Tho utility 
of feeding wood has long been recognized. 
Wo somo yoars sinco substituted tho ordi- 
nary western stono coal with the best results 
whore from 200 to 500 hogs wore kept in 
oloso pens, on the refuse of city hotels. 
Something of the kind seema as necessary 
to them as snlt to herbivorous animals. 
"We 


have known them to consume ri pound in 
the course of a day, and again they would 
not seek the coal for some time. Just what 
tho particular use cool is in tho animal 
economy, is not so easy to answer. Swino 
are especially liable to scrofulous aud in- 
flammatory diseases. 
Carbon, in shapo of 


coal, is au auteseptie, and tho probability 
is that it acts iu this way ill purifying the 
blood.—[Western Kural.
